FOUNTAINS PLAY. 


Scintitlating fountains play 
in the garden, cascading water 
that has been fetcied by a 
system of channels nearly a 
dhundred miles in length. For 
water was scarce at Versailles 
Mself when the Palace and its 
grounds wore created. The soil 
in the so-called “Little park” 
covers a multiplicity of pipes, 
vaults and aqueducts.

and Louis the Sixteenth from 
Verentlies forever.

Working in the Government 
scrum _Imboratorics here, a 
German-born scientist, Dr Saul 
Wiener has produced an 
Antidote for the Icthal bite of 
the InternaWonally-known = red- 
back, the second most powerful 
slayer-spider In Australia, This, 
uccording lo experts, give 
“dramatic’ results. 

Now, Dr Wiener iy hoping to 
have rendy by the summer un 
antl-venene for the funnef-web 
bite, which can bring death to 
humans in an hour or two and 
to animals in a ommtter of 
miniules, 


Blacker Record 


Dr Wlener believes Unat both 
spiders have a blacker record 
of human. kills than the 
eighteen oMecially listed since 
126 and that seme deaths re- 
gistered ous from “venomous 
bites." bellevedly by — snakes, 
could more truly be laid at the 
doors of the spiders’ lairs, 

The funnel-web, ose onamed 
because of the web-Hned hole ft 
builds in the ground, Is some- 
limes malstakenly called a trap- 
door spider, ut it dots not 
make a hinged Hd ta Ns nest 
us thnt = spider dots, The 
funnel-web, however, is a 
member of the — group, the 
Mygalomorphac, that includes 
the true trap-door spiders, ao 
number of which are found In 
Austrailia, 


The funnel-web Ix found only 
around Sydney und mainly In 
one aren of about fiftecn miles 
radiua.

In thls work, Wlener uses 
A method enabling him to get 
much stronger scrum from less 
venom than js accomplished by 
methods used elsewhere. 


Instend of injecting stralght 
venom he first adds alumintum 
phosphate to it, Microscople 
particles of the aluminium 
phosphate absorb the venom, he 
raid, and when injected, relense 
It slowly {In the animal's body 
giving ‘a prolonged stimulus 
necessary for the production of 
serum. 


His anxiety to have the serum 
ready by the summer is based 
on ihe fact that all recorded 
tragedics attributed to {he 
funnel-web have occurred be- 
tween December and March. 


Die Within Minutes 


He dots not vouch for the 
accuracy of the theory of some 
nuthorities that the — funncl- 
web's death-dealing potency is 
xrenter in summer, He has seen 
laboratory —antmals dle within 
minutes of a bite from the 
splder in non-summer months, 


The chances of being bitten 
{) summer were greater, he 
suid, because more people were 
outside in summer and were 
more Likely to be doing things 
which ¢xposed them to greater 
Thales , 


Bad as the red-bdack spider 
was, Dr Wicner said, it struck 
only when disturbed, Most of 
the recorded cuses of bites were 
traced to the victims picking up 
a piece of wood or rock under 
which the — red-back = was 
sheltering, 


Its tally of fotat bites is 
greater than the funnel-web's, 
but then the peu-sized binck- 
bodied spider with the vivid 
erhmsen stripe or red spots down 
the middle of 1% back fs common 
cverywhere in Australia, 

Its family Is known in many 
other parts of the world, It 
has klaship with the kalipo 
of New Zealand, the black 
widow of North America, the 
knoppie of South Africa, the 
malmignatte of Italy, the kara- 
kurt of Russia and other spiders 
in routhern and southwestern 
Europe, in Arabia, Asia, 
through the Malaya Archipel- 
ago and across the Pacific. 


Attacks Spinal-Cord Cells 


Venom from the red-back, 
Dr Wiener explained, attacks 
fhe same spinal-cord cells as 
thore affected by , the 
poliomyclitis virus, causing 
paralysis and death when the 
respiratory muscles become 
effected, 

The red-back serum, In re- 
gular use this year after eighteen 
months rescarch, Dr Wiener 
raid, relieved In balf an hour 
pain that had been constant for 
some time, The patients then. 
felt quite normal, “just os If 
they had never been bitten,” 
ond quickly recovered from the 
effects of the bite. 

In this serum, too, Dr Wlener 
used the aluminium phosphate 
rocess, He said he had used 
§ redvbacks to produce serum 
for a horse whereas in simflar 
work overstis 3,000 spiders 
were uscd on a shetp. 


Although - the known 
rate from bites of the red-1 
and funnel-web spiders was' not 
alarmingly high, waid Dr 
Wiener, it was high ‘enough to 
make the work on strum 
worthwhile, ! ‘

Jupanere regulations, if the 
present total of a non-resident 
exchange account (in the clal- 
mant's nume) consisting either 
of compensation moneys or of 

rextored balances or of both 
dees nol exceed the equivatent of 
''US$10,000, the whole sum may 
be remitted, 

If such present total exceeds 
ithe equivalent of US$10,000, in- 
dividuals only, but not firms or 
sompanies, may make ao single 
remittance of the equivalent of 
US$10,000 from the non-resident 
exchange account. 

' Applications for remittances 
from residents in Hongkong must 
ibe made direct to the Japanese 
Era es not later than August.
